>technician-class ham), I have always said "baud" as a synonym for 

>"bps" or bits-per-second. It would seem that "bauds" would be like 

>bits per second’2, or a measurement of the change in the transmission 
>speed of data. Of course, I may be wrong.

Baud is essentially the frequency of the data signal. This is NOT the 
same as the carrier frequency. With FSK modulation, 1 bit is transmitted 
for each change in the data signal so in this case, Baud = bps. 


The more sophisticated modems encode multiple bits per baud via phase 
encoding and other methods. Your 9600 bps modem communicates at 2400 
baud, but can send 4 bits per baud yielding 9600 bps. (14.4K send 

6 bits per baud) 


Most people mistakenly equate baud 1:1 with bps. I dunno what ARRL 
folks do.

>I have an FT-470 that is about 6 months old and I'm having intermod problems 
>when I have both 2m and 70cm receive turned on. Not to mention the low 
>selectivity that allows paging systems to blurp through on top of everything. 
>A while ago I heard rumours that the FT-470 could be sent to Yaesu for a 
>modification to reduce the problem....Is that true? And where do I send my 
>unit? 


If your unit is only 6 months old, then the hardware problem should 
have been fixed already, unless the store had one in stock from 

two or three years ago and sold it to you. And I believe that the 
hardware mod was for interference caused by the 162 MHz weather 
stations. 


The problems you mention are typical of Ft-470s and other HTs with 
extended receive. You get something (more receive frequencies), 
you give up something. (selectivity)

On the other hand, LARC's credibility is seriously in doubt, since they 
keep shouting the word 'discrmination' over and over again, like some 
sort of broken record. Yet when one of us says ‘okay, other than the 

ad, what discrimination?’ LARC says nothing. I at first thought that 
Mseers. Bledsoe and Kelly had missed the question. However, I'm now 
beginning to believe that LARC is also, to paraphrase, refusing to 

engage in any dialoge. I've seen Mr. Bledsoe post essentially the same 
response several times now, and never have I seen an enumeration of what 
this generic 'discrimination' is. Refusing dialogue with someonee you find 
uncooperative may be a perfectly legitimate response, in this case. It is 
not in and of itself, a grievance.
